A violent storm was raging off the 
coast of Scotland. Out yonder in the 
black mass of angry waves a ship was 
breaking up. On the shore flares were 
burning as the alert coast guard pre­ 
pared to launch a boat. 
Men moved 
about in orderly haste. 


Suddenly, as a lifeboat was run 
down the sands, a whitehaired mother 
threw her arms 
about 
one 
of 
the 
guardsmen and begged him not to go. 
“ Don’t you go. John.” she pleaded. 
“Your father was lost a t sea in just 
such a storm as this. And your brother, 
William, we haven’t heard from him 
for nearly a year. 
I guess he’s gone, 
too. 
Don’t you go — please, please, 
John.” 


But he shook his head, drew her 
arm s gently from about his neck, kiss­ 
ed her lightly on the cheek, and sprang 
into the boat. 
A fter

W ithout hesita­ 
tion the businessman peeled off his 
coat and shoes and plunged into the 
water. As he struggled to shore with 
his burden and brushed the lad’s hair 
from his face, he exclaimed: 
“Good 
heavens, it’s my own boy. 


No man can make security his only 
aim in life—he must aim above the 
target to hit it. Life is an adventure, 
and all true adventure involves risks. 
Of course, there are always some peo­ 
ple who insist on taking foolish risks. 
Too many people take the steering 
wheel and the speed laws into their 
own hands at the same time. Keeping 
up with the Joneses is not so harm ful— 
it's when we try to pass them on a 
curve that things happen. 


But sometimes a man m ust take 
risks to win security. 
Real security 
doe not come from a man’s possessions 
but from his victories.
